with a knowledge of the fact (hat iiuumaller affecting so large 
a part of the people public sentimeiil counts for much 'in 
reaching a reasonable solution of. the problem.

have weight. For this reason it is the purpose of the anthra- 
cite companies to lay all'the facts in the case'before the public, 
and the statement already published will be supplemented by 
others.
